| |SHOW PROGRESS 


IN AVIATION 


PORTERVILLE - When 
antique airplanes and 
modern military jets stage 
flyovers at the Moonlight 
Flight and Fly-In at the 
Porterville Municipal air- 
port this weekend, a con- 
densed history of military 
aviation, in a sense, will 
be rewritten for spec- 
tators. 

An idea of military flying 
50 years ago - in World 
War 1 - is presented in 
the photos at left, taken 
in England in 1918 and be- 
longing to Sam Creeks of 
Porterville, who served in 
the air force asa mechanic 
in the first World War, 

Sam was stationed at the 
Doncaster Race Horse 
stadium, in England, where 
a 480 acre field had been 
converted to aviation use. 
Many of the men slept on 
the grandstand seats, and 
Sam recalls that he worked 
through 42 days of con- 
tinuous rain. 

To start military planes 
of 1918 - except the Hanley 
Page bombers, it was 
necessary for someone to 
sit on the tail of the plane 
to hold it down. while the 
motor was being warmed 
up. Sam says that even 
with a heavy overcoatanda 
rain coat this was a miser- 
able job, sitting inthe blast 
of a prop at 4 a.m. ona 
cold, wet morning in 
England. 

Sam’s job was to trouble 
shoot motors when a plane 
stopped on the field. His 
most surprising experi- 
ence was to walk up toa 
plane with a dead motor and 
find Frank Pratt of Por- 
terville in it. 

As Frank recalls this 
incident, he looked at Sam, 
Sam looked at him, they 
recognized each other, then 
in unison came up with a 
classic statement, ‘‘What 
the. hell -are you doing 
here.”’ 

They talked for a few 
minutes, the plane took off 
and that was the last time 
they saw each other until 
they got back to Porterville 
after the war. 

Frank was assignedto a 
Canadian pilot - Capt. 
Baker - as his mechanic; 
he was the only American 
at York, England, and he 
takes credit for flying the 
first air mail in England. 
He and Capt. Baker picked 
up a sack of mail at Tad- 
caster and flew it to the 
318th aero squadron at Don- 
caster, Frank carring the 
mail sack on his lap. 

It was on that flight that 
Frank and Sam met for the 
first and last time during 
their military service. 

Pictures show the best 
military aircraft . that 
American military aviation 
had just 50 years ago. 
Think about these planes 
when those jets roar over 
the Porterville municipal 
airport, Sunday. 

Photo No, 1 - A Jenny 
Scout plane, 200 h.p., 8- 
cylinder motor, 2,400 rpm.

waiver -of hearing on the 
Porterville project. 

Brown states that con- 
struction of necessary 
lines will be started ‘‘with- 
in a matter of weeks,” 
and that provisions will be 
made for necessary mic- 
rowave signals out of 
southern California. He 
said that probably cable 
television service will be 
available in the city area 
this fall. 

It is expected that Trans 
Video will now request 
authorization from _ the 
county board of super- 
visors to extend the ser- 
vice into the county area 
surrounding Porterville.

The service will be sold 
to those who want it; there 
is no obligation involved to 
purchase the service. 

Through cable _ tele- 
vision, all stations ap- 
pear with ‘“‘perfect’’ re- 
ception,, including color 
programs. All national 
networks will be repre- 
sented on the cable. 

Delay in actual de- 
velopment of cable tele- 
vision in Porterville re- 
sulted from _ certain 
legislation in Washington 
D.C. that put the FCC into 
the cable television field, 
also the fact that a TV 
station can demand a hear- 
ing before the FCC if cable 
television is proposed in 
the prime viewing area of 
that station. 

When the McClatchy 
station in Fresno decided 
recently to waive a hear- 
ing, the way was cleared 
for the Porterville system.

Campfire permits are no 
longer required for most 
campgrounds and_ picnic 
areas in the national 
forests of central and 
northern California. 
Permits are required for 
camp and picnic fires out- 
side the designated camp- 
grounds.

“Kern Lake, or Soda 
Springs Lake, is a natural 
hatchery on the Big Kern 
river and is the spawning 
area for the Gilbert Rain- 
bow, a subspecie of the 
California Rainbow trout,”’

“‘For decades we have 
protected this unique lake 
to preserve the hatching 
grounds. The passage of 
this legislation will assure 
that we continue to protect 
the area which supplies the 
excellent trout fishing be- 
low and above the lake.”’ 

Senator Way explained 
that his measure will take 
effect immediately because 
it contained an urgency 
clause. The bill extends 
the closure of the lake until 
the 6lst day after the end of 
the 1987 legislative ses- 
sion.
